The drug lord emerged from 
his convoy to confront the 
police, stating, 'T am Pablo 
Escobar Gaviria and one day 
Tm going to be President of 
the Republic Of Colombia.” 

He addressed each soldier 


by name, revealing how 
much he knew about them 
and their families. 

Now, new Netflix series 
Narcos intertwines the stories 
of Escobar’s rise and fall and 
the American DE A agents 
struggling to bring down his 
vast empire that saw more than 
70 tonnes of cocaine imported 
into the US each month. 


Before scaling up his operation 
to employ remote controlled 
submarines carrying 2,000kg 
of cocaine into the waters off 
Miami, Escobar was an 
innovator who would hide 


drugs in everything from 
fish to coffee. Many people 
growing up in Florida during 
the eighties were brought up 
to idolise Escobar, despite 
officials claiming he had 
helped to make the city as 
dangerous as Rio. 

His activities in the late 
1980s throughout Florida 
forced the Drugs Enforcement 
Administration [DEA] to team 
up with the Colombian 
Government in order to bring 
down the '^king of cocaine”. 


The reason Escobar became the 
world’s most prolific smuggler 
was because he brought in 
technology to allow him to beat 
the system. Aside from his fleet 


of subs and aeroplanes, he 
employed tactics which baffled 
the chasing authorities. 

His most ingenious ploy was 
to soak jeans in liquid cocaine, 
ship them through legal 
channels and then, once 
delivered, have them treated 
- allowing the cocaine to be 
collected. 

The authorities soon 
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cottoned on and started testing 
the jeans, but Escobar was one 
step ahead and had already 
switched tactics to soaking the 
boxes instead. 

Once the police failed to 
find any coke, the boxes were 
thrown in the bin ready for his 
associates to pick up. 


The Colombian's exploits led 
to the DE A setting up an office 
in Bogota. Escobar was 
considered the world^s first 
''narco-terrorist'' - a phrase 
coined by Steve Murphy, who 
advised the makers of Narcos. 
Murphy moved to Colombia 
with the attitude that Escobar 
would easily be hunted down 
and captured. But it proved far 
more difficult. 


In fact, the drug kingpin was 
almost invincible because 
people were too scared to talk, 
else they would end up dead. 
An alternative is his Robin 
Hood-esque acts, which saw 
him build homes for the poor 
and give money to the church. 


In 1991, three days after 
Murphy arrived in Bogota, 
an agreement was struck 
between the Colombian 
Government and Escobar 
himself. The drug lord had 
agreed to hand himself in - 
but it would only be under his 
own terms. 

He would serve a maximum 
term of five years in his own 
custom-built prison - La 
Catedral, otherwise known 
as Hotel Escobar - and most 
importantly, he couldn't be 
extradited for trial in the 
United States. 

Despite having the world's 
most wanted drugsmuggler 
behind bars, the officers 
working the case considered 
this a massive defeat, as he 
carried on running his 
Medellin Cartel from his 
luxurious cell - when he 


wasn't enjoying himself in his 
own bar and football field. 

The authorities, growing 
angry at the cartel boss still 
running his business while 
incarcerated, decided that it 
was time to move him to a 


secure government facility. 

Escobar, of course, decided 
he wasn't happy with this latest 
turn of events. So he 
conveniently escaped... 


There were 18 months 
between the time Escobar 
escaped from La Catedral to 
the day a joint Colombian and 
American force tracked him 
down to his aunt's home in 


Medellin on 2 December 1992. 

The unsuspecting kingpin 
was having spaghetti for 
breakfast when the raid started. 
As the police stormed the 
house, Escobar and his 
bodyguard tried to escape 




to the rooftops, but the 
authorities soon caught 
shooting him dead. 

And with that, years 
of struggle were over. 
The "king 
of cocaine" F 

was no more,
